To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, Board 
of Selectmen, Water Commissioners, Auditors, Agents, and Com- 
mittees or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote re- 
lating thereto.

Report of Board of Health 


We are glad to report that Sunapee has had but few conta- 
geous diseases within its borders during the year, only five cases 
of measles being reported from the long list of more serious dis- 
eases that other communities have had to battle with. We recall 
but two cases of typhoid fever in Sunapee in the past fifteen years 
which speaks well for the town. ‘These cases were easily account- 
ed for. ‘'wo homes have been infected with tuberculosis which, 
atter, the death and removal of the patients, were disinfected by 
methods endorsed by the State Board of Health. Consumption is 
a communicable, preventable and curable disease and when the 
patient and the public fully realize these facts we should have less 
of this disease. We feel that Sunapee has a good friend in *The 
Lake Sunapee Protective Corporation” who take a great interest 
in the protection of the lake from which our water supply is taken. 
The secretary of this Board, in compliance with the honored solici- 
tation of this Corporation, represented them as sanitary inspector 
for the second year during the past season, conferences were held 
with the New London and Newbury Boards of Health and much 
good was accomplished, there being about fifty corrections made 
and many suggestions for better arrangements. Garbage barrels 
have been placed on the larger steamers and on the principle 
wharves about the lake which collect most of the refuse which 
heretofore has been thrown into the lake. As the population con- 
tinues to increase about this beautiful sheet of water, so do the 

De ai 


duties of closer inspection and more stringent laws, and we believe 
the last legislature dida wise thing when they passed an appropria- 
tion bill which will put our state waters under the inspection of a 
state officer. 

Even with a good Doctor in town let us bear in mind the fact 
"That an ounce of preventative is worth a pound of cure” and 
trust that the coming year will bring its reward for our watchful- 
ness all along the line. ;

The following fires have occured during the year: June 19, 
box 48, fire on N. A. Smith’s foundry; July 26, George’s Mills, 
Mrs. R. E. Stickney, house. Loss $2,200, insurance $1,800; Aug. 
21, three barns on Trask farm at Wendell. Loss $2,500, insurance 
$1,050, $500 on contents. 

We wish to extend our thanks to the members of the depart- 
ment for the able and willing manner in which they have respond- 
ed to their duties in the year that has passed.

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School Report 


To Tue INHABITANTS OF THE Scuoou District oF SUNAPEE. 


The year just closing which this report covers has been un- 
usually successful in all our schools throughout the township. It 
would indeed be profitable for the schools, if it were possible fora 
school board to retain an eflicient corps of teachers that has been 
procured after much thought and work. But this is impossible. 
The following changes were made at the opening of the present 
school year: 


Miss Amy Hilliard, teacher of the sixth and seventh grades 
for two years, was succeeded by Miss Myra Huckins. Miss Grace 
Perley, teacher in our Primary Department for four years, resign- 
ed and the vacancy filled by Miss Daisy Wheeler of Enfield. Mr. 
Geo. Gould of George’s Mills who, by his long service to that 
school, greatly endeared himself to all his scholars, resigned and 
that vacancy was filled by Miss Emma Stanley of New London. 
Miss Effie Gardner, one of our Sunapee girls, came to us well 
equipped from Tilton Seminary and is teaching at South Sunapee, 
taking the place of Miss Gertrude EK. Smith of Springfield, Vt. 

It is extremely difficult to procure a teacher for the North 
School (No. 6) owing to the short school year, and it being diffi- 
cult of access. But we were exceedingly fortunate in procuring 
the services of Miss Grace Lovejoy, a graduate of the Newport 
High School, who gave excellent satisfaction and whom the parents 
earnestly desire the Board to re-hire for another year. 

The school at Wendell continues to be closed and the scholars 
transported to the Center school, much to the satisfaction of the 
Wendell parents.

This is the secund year the eleventh grade, or second year in 
high school, has been in operation and is past the experimental 
stage—it is now a success, The result is, our two years of high 
school work have been brought up to the State requirements, and 
have been approved by II. C. Morrison, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. The approval of these two years has already 
saved the town sufficient money to pay all expenses incurred by 
this additional work. In addition to this saving, the books re- 
quired by approval have been purchased with money received from 
the state for hiring teachers who are graduates of approved Normal 
Schools. 

The policy of the Board has been the greatest possible econo- 
my in accord with the highest grade of efficiency. 

Another feature of our Center school work, is an extra teach- 
er in the person of Miss Melanie Felch, who needs no introduction, 
and whose quality of work needs no special mention. 

A complete Course of Study has been gotten out which gives 
in detail the work covered, from the lowest to the highest grades. 
We feel safe in saying that a comparison with other towns of our 
size, as to amount and quality of work done, would cause us no 
embarrassment. 

The committee regrets to report the inadequacy of the heating 
apparatus in the Center building. School has been dismissed sev- 
eral times owing to the low temperature in the rooms. ‘This cer- 
tainly seems unnecessary as it appears after investigations that the 
building might be heated more comfortably and with a great say- 
ing to the town for fuel. 

Your committee awaits your pleasure for any service in the 
interest of the schools or community.
